INDIANS SHY 
AT MARRIAGE 


Deplorable State of Affairs 
Reported on Reserva- 
tion, 


Omaha, Nebr., December 2.—The United 
‘States grand jury, which ended its ses- 
| sion today, made an extended report -on 
|the condition of affairs on the Winne- 
‘bago Indian reservation. The report is 
' addressed to United States Judge Mun- 
ger, and recites a deplorable state of 
affairs on the reservation. It states that 
the report is made on the basis of testi- 
mony given by Father Schell, the priest 
who has been recently to visit the pres- 
ident and to a number of other witnesses 
caHed by the jury. In part, the report 
follows: 

“That a large number of the 1,100 
Winnebago Indians are in @ sad and de- 
plorable condition must be admitted. We 
believe that this unfortunate condition 
has been largely brought about by the 
unlawful sale of liquor to Indians and 
their utter disregard of any marriage 
ceremony. 

“The other cause of demoralization, 
and which, from the testimony, is grow- 
ing worse from year to year, is the mar- 
riage relation. We understood the 
United States holds, as the Winnebago 
Indian is now a citizen of Nebraska, the 
marriage question is one that should be 
taken up by the state; but the state does 
absolutely nothing. It is in evidence that 
the conditions are growing worse; that 
no ijegal marriages are celebrated: that 
most of the young Indians live with an 
Indjan girl or woman for a few months, 
without any marriage ceremony what- 
ever, and then take up with another, and 
so on until it is nothing unusual for one 
Indian to have been the so-called hus- 
band of from one to a dozen or two 
dozen Indian women; that children born 
under such conditions acknowledge the 
mother, but the father is usually un- 
known, and there may be several chil- 


dren in one family having different

An Old Friend. 

Miembers of the American congress 
are, naturally, citizens of importance in 
the eyes of Cubans, and our party would 
have beef assured of hearty welcome had 
it consisted of no others than congress- 
men: but it had an added interest to 
the people of Santiago in the presence 
of General Samuel Whitsides, now on 
the retired list of the United States 
army but for something like forty-five 
sears an active and efficient soldier. 
; For two years and a half General 
Whitsides was military governor of the 
provinces of Santiago and Puerto Prin- 
ctpe, with headquarters at Santiago. He 
was then colonel of the Tenth cavalry 
of the regular army.

General Whitsides to bring practical re- 
ehlts: and a very large portion of the 
credit of such {mprovements as San- 
tiago now shows belongs to him. 

That his part was fully appreciated 
by the substantial elements of Cuban 
people was manifested in the hearty wel- 
come given the general at every turn. 
While the visiting congressmen were re- 
celveq with some awe and no little con- 
sideration, the welcome given the gen- 
eral was that accorded an old and loved 
friend. From the ‘honvrable alcalde 
down, everybody went out of his Way 
to give thearty greeting to the general. 
Shopkéepers broke away from prospec- 
{lve purchasers to run to the front of 
their stores and bow to him as he passed 
along thé crowded narrow thoroughfares 
or to clasp his hand. At the consulate 
and the Hotel Venus,

A Motley Population. 

Of the population of Santiago, there 
are approximately three parts negro to 
one pert white. These latter are for 
the most part Cubans, but there is quite 
a goodly sprinkling of native Spanish, 
who still do the Jargest business on the 
island. Evidencés of mixture of blood 
are to be seen on ail sides; but outside 
of business relationship, the white and

ciety do not mix, any more than they 
do with us. The govérnment officials 
are, to a goodly extent, negroes; the 
police are al] megroes; thefsoldiers, to a 
lange extent; but, socially, there is lit- | 
tle, if any, mingling—certafnly, none on 
the part of the higher class Cubans 
and Spanish.

Deficiency Shown. 

An increased deficiency of 92.53 per 
cent over the previous year is shown by 
the financial statement for the postal ser- 
vice, incorporated in the annual report 
of E, C. Madden, third assistant post- 
master general, for the fiscal year ended 
June 30, 1904. The report shows. how- 
ever, that the increase in expenditures 
is on account of the rural free delivery 
service. Were it not_for this extraordi- 
nary expenditure the postal service would 
now be about self-sustaining. The total 
receipts from al} sources for the fiscal 
year were $143,582.624, and the total ex- 
penditures $152,362,116, leaving a de- 
ficiency of $8,779,492. The deficiency for 
the previous year was $4,560,044. Mr. 
Madden says: 

“it is believed that as soon as the ru- 
ma] free delivery service is fully estab- 
lished the increase in expenditure on ac- 
count of that service each year will not 
be more than the nominal increase for

Representing over seven years’ la- 
bor on the part of many cooperating 
forces, exploited with admirable en- 
ergy and ingenuity and favored with 
singular immunfty from the untoward 
events which generally attend such 
vast enterprises, the exposition may 
justly be sald to have fairly met the 
plans and intentions of its promoters. 
The company, from firat to last, ex- 
pended {in the neighborhood of $22- 
000,000, while the revenues from all 
sources are estimated at $10,000,000. 
With the exception of current ex- 
penses, such as salaries, small out- 
Standing bills, etc., all indebtedness 
has been or will be met, and it is

After the Public Land Thieves. 

The American people, no matter in 
what section of the. union they re 
side, are still deeply interested in 
the great public land system of the 
government. The knowledge that in 
recént years wholesale frauds have 
been perpetrated against the home- 
steaders and the homestead princi- 
ple in the interest of a range monop- 
oly for unscrupulous cattlemen, has 
aroused national indignation,and a 
general demand for the punishment 
of the land thieves and the restora- 
tion of the stolen land to the people. 

It is gratifying, therefore, that the 
legal investigation of this rascality 
is making seemingly’ satisfactory 
progress ‘since ‘he interior depart- 
ment concluded its probing by special 
agents and turned a mass of evidence 
over to the department of justice. 
The government.seems to be after the 
land thieves and any conniving land 


displays rare ingenuity in invoking 
the technicalities of law. It raises 
the point that if it be true that the 
defendants have forged affidavits, the 
land titles issued to them in conse 
quence of the forgery are voidable at 
the government’s discretion; that if 
the titles are invalidated, it follows 
that the government has lost none of 
its public domain, and that if no por- 
tion of the public domain has been 
stolen, no offense has been committed 
within the purview of the federal 
statutes, which the courts can pun- 
ish. 

The San Francisco Chronicle says 
this line off defense suggests one 
good remedy for land frauds, namely, 
the voiding of all land titles obtained 
through fraudulent pratices in the 
first instance, continuing: 

This would put purchasers on inquiry. 
It may be assumed that the original 
purchasers know all the facts. In most 
cases the final purchasers have no doubt 
about the matter. The lumber com- 
panies and cattle companies who buy 
these lands from the land sharks are as 
sharp as anybody, and if it were once 
made clear that no fraudulent title would 
ever be recognized by the government fn 
the hands of alleged innocent third par- 
ties, the business of the land thieves 
would recelve an immediate and salutary 
| check.., 

The disclosures thus far made are 
startling, showing an organized sys- 
tem With wide ramifications to fraud- 
ulently evade the provisions of the 
homestead law in the interest of the

About 
her, with tear-dimmed eyes, stood her 
maid, Mrs. Margaret Sweeney, Harry 
Powers, Frank E. Aiken, manager of the 
theater, and the attending physicians. A 
few hours before her death the noted 
actress had risen and declared she in- 
tended to devote the day to shopping. 

“T must get out and buy Christmas 
presents for the child actors and = ac- 
tresses of New York,” she said to her 
maid. 

“But, Mrs. Gilbert,’’ 
maid, “it is snowing.’’

Thus, instead 
of the destructive competition which 
ends in the slow or rapid elimination of 
the less well adapted to conditions, wo 
have a constant tendency to turn to- 
warg those inferior portions of human- 
ity who have remained behind in the 
course of civilization. There is no law 
of nature which bids us to mutually de- 
vour each other, but there is a law of 
nature which constantly preaches asso- 
rlation, division of work, and intelli- 
gent cooperation. The progress of so- 
cieties—especially of modern societies, 
is due not to brute force, but to the 
force of ideas which themselves repre- 
sent an agreement with men and affairs, 
and not a simple opposition and strug-

Social Darwinism amounts to saying 
that minds are united by that which dis- 
unites them, that society is formed by 
lack of wussociation, agreement by dis- 
putes, and the essence of a thing by its 
limitation and partial negation. The 
law of selection is an explanation of a 
certain number of phenomena, but it !s 
inno senseatheory of the universe, still 
less it is a general theory of human cun- 
duct. The battle for life is not the most 
powerful factor in evolution; this fac- 
tor in the last analysis is agreement and 
harmony. © Association is a law of ani- 
mal as well as of human society, and 
it proceeds from and is the essence cf 
the fundamental laws of animal life. 
Mr. Foulllee’s article receives the ap- 
proval of The New York Evening Post, 
especially that part In which ‘‘he makes 
much of the principle of sympathy and 
mutual helpfulness.

The unfinished husiness in the senate 
is a bill passed by the house providing 
for the construction of railroads in the 
Philippine islands by a guarantee of 3 
per cent income upon the money invested 
in such roads. The dill also provides for 
issuing Philippine bonds for other in- 
ternal improvements in the islands, and 
in several other particulars amends the 
Philippine laws passed by congress. The 
bill met with @ great deal of opposition 
during the last congress, but Senator 
Lodge, who has it in charge, says that 
he will press tt from the beginning of 
the session and hopes to secure its pass- 
age. The principal opposition was to the 
prcvision which guaranteed an income to 
the railroads, and Httle objection was 
made to other features Of the bill. An- 
other Mil for the Philippines, which has 


president, as well ag nearly every one 
interested in the Philippines, provides for 
&@ material reduction of the duty om sugar 
and tobacco as well as other Philippine 
products. In fact, free entry of these 
products has been recommended, The 
sugar and tobacco interestg were strong 
srough in the past to defeat any substan- 
tial reduction, and the law now provides 
for a duty of 75 per cent of the Dingley 
rates. A demand for a reduction to 25 
per cent hag been quite frequently pre- 
sented to congress. 

Another measure which received the 
sanction of the house last session. but 
which hag never been pushed in the sen- 
ate, is the statehood measure Which pro- 
vides for two states, doubling up the 
territorfes of Oklahoma and Indian Ter- 
ritory ag one, and Arizona and New Mex- 
ico as another. This bill, like any other 
which may encounter opposition In the 
senate, could be easily defeated and ad- 
vocates of a separate state for all the 
territories are MHkely to pursue that 
course, 

The Swayne Case. 

Should the house of representatives de- 
cide to impeach Judge Chanes Swayne, 
of the northern district of Florida, the 
business conditions of the senate would 
be. complicated. After an investigation 
a majority of the house committee on 
judiciary in the last session recommended 
impeachment. Consideration of the res- 
Olution was postponed unti] December 
13, the beginning of the second week 
of the short session: Meanwhile the ju- 
diciary commitee was instructed to take 
further testimony, ‘a task it began two 
‘weeks ago. Present indications are that 
the house wil] not authorize an impeach- 
ment, or if it does the action will be 
taken go late in the session that the 
real proceedings will go over until] the 
next congress. There afte precedents for 
such action in other impeachment cases 
that have been before congresa. 

Itds somwhat doubtful if a vote will be 
reached in the senate in the case of 
Senator Reed Smoot, of Utah. This case 
attracted a great deal of attention last 
session when the committee on privileges 
and elections summoned the heads of the 
Mormon church to tell what had been 
going on of a polygamous character’ in 
Utah, and thousands of persons petition- 
ed daily to have Smoot ejected from the 
senate. A score or more of witnesses are 
yet to be examined, and the defense has 
not even begun, so that it is evident that 
before a report its made to the senate the 
session will be so far spent that no seri- 
ous attempt will be made to reach a vote 
upon Senator Smoot’s title. Some ques- 
tion has arisen as to whether the case 
lapses with the end of the present con- 
gress. It was the opinion of the late 
Senator Hoar that the proceedings would

A new 
treaty is being negotiated and an ex- 
clusion law to meet its terms may be 
necessary.

The principal feature of the bill is a 
provision for an agent of the United 
States, accompanied by a surgeon, to be 
stationed at all important European im- 
migration portgé to inspect alleng seeking 
admission to e United States.
